G:uld has been outgeneraled by Jos- 
eph Rimsey, Jr., who is to retire as 
president of the Wabash. The Pitts- 
bnrg Dispatch prints an article, seem- 
ingly inspired, ic p»rt as follows:

the fact that Joseph Rimsey, Jr., re- 
tiring president of tha Wabaih, and 
his intimate friends control not only 
the great coal fields in West Virginia, 
supposed to have belonged 
J. Gould, but also tbe route to the sea- 
botrd, which the Gould system would 
have taken had President Ramsey r 
aained. 
Mr. Gould is a minority 


member of the syndicate, and it is 
understood that overtures from him 
for purchase have been rejected be- 
cause of insufficient price. It is be- 
lieved that one result will be slat 
President Ramsey will devote himself 
to the workicg out of a great inde- 
pendent coal railway in tbe richest 
tonnage territory in the country. 


"At the time the Little Kinawha 


syndicate vai formed Mr. G?u!d liad 
no idea of going to the seaboard s.nd 
the scheme was uidertaksn independ- 
ently to secure a jpQd cca1 tonnage 
from Western t-affie. J 
T Blair, 


formerly general munger of the Pitts- 
burg, Sienango and Like Er'e, aid E. 
B. Fulton, of U-iiontown, had giired 
possession o! the Little Kinawha 
railroad, running 30 m'.lea south aloof; 
the Little Kanawha river from its 
mouth at Parkersburg 
and about 


40,000 acres of coil in Lewis anl Gil 
mer counties. 
Mr. Ramsey formed 


the Littie Kara^ha syndicate, with 
himself, Mr. Gould and Mr. Ramsey's 
closest business associate, W. E Guy, 
o' St. Louis, as syndicate managers. 


"Senator Henry G Divis, Senator S. 


B. Elkins, E. D. Fulton, J T. Blair, 
Adolphug Busch, St. L>uis, and other 
prominent financiers became under- 
writers of the syndicate. Jlr. Ram-

Under the' new law employment 
artirkates era not to ba issued by 
o*a-ios public, a'darmau and justices 
f the peace, but by superintendents 
nd principals of the public schools 
nd their respective deputies and by

Bold Stand on the All Importan 


Question of

IB the Topic at the Day In Wiwhlngtcm— 


Political Ohangea to Come—The Atti- 


tude of B.B. Officials.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 16.—Bu 


one topic is being discussed in Wash 
ington this week and that is Theodor 
Roosevelt. His bold stand regarding 
the necessity of federal control of th 
roned highways of the country, hi 
declaration that the federal govern 
ment must exercise a "supervisory am 
regulatory function over the grea 
lighways of the country," made tovthe 
Chamber of Commerce at Denver, re 
vived the hope of those Democrats who 
lave rejoiced at seeing tbe day when a 
Republican president should espouse 


policy so essentially Democratic 


hopes tbat had become faint from the 
eonslaatly repeated, although unwar 
ranted, reports that the presides 
would content himself with only such 
•ailway rate legislation as would prove 
icceptsble to the railway managers. 


Then came the news of the unbound- 


id enthusiasm with which the presi- 
dent had been recaived at the Ircquois 
lub, of Chicago, that strorg-'aold ol 
he western Democracy, the oldest 
Democratic club in Illinois, where 
Mayer Dunne and the stauncheEt Dem 
crats in the organisation cheered to 
he echo the words, not of a Republi- 
an president, but of the president of 
he United States. And at that taa- 
uet the president assured the Demo 
ratio mayor that in his efforts to pre 
erve order and enforce the law he 
hould have the hearty support of the 
resident. Eirlier in the day, tpsak- 
Dg to a delegation of strikers which 
ailed on him, the president had said: 
In every effort of Mayor Dunne to 
revent violence by moba or individu 
Is, to gee tbat the laws are obeyed and 
bat order is preserved, he has the 
earty support of the president of the 
nited States, and in my judgment he 
bould have that of every gooc1 citizen 
f the United States " 
Speaking at 


IB club, and to Mayor Dunne, he ssid, 
lat in all contests with mob violence, 
If ever the need arises, back of the 
ty stands the state and back of the 
tata stands the nation " When the 
resident made this declaration the 
nthusiasm knew no bounds. It had 
he ring of pure Americanism and his 
emocratic auditors recognized that 
ng as quickly, perhaps more so, than 
ould have a gathering of the prcli- 
ent's own party. 
Naturally the question arises in the 
inds of Democratic politicians, What 
ill be the outcome of this enthuei- 
em for a Republican president? Of 
wrse, opinions differ on tbat point 
ut many of the Democrats in Wash- 
gton, ard among them some of the 
eenest observers of public affairs, de- 
are that the immediate result will be 
ie reversal of the present majority in 
ie house of represent atives. 
And 


hey reason in this way: "The presi- 
ent has won the co ifideuce of the en- 
re people. He is urging, and next 
all will urge in stronger terms than 


•er, that legislation shall be enacted 
hich shall so control the railroads of 
he country as to make them serve 
rst the interests of the people by 
hose authority they exist. But this 
as hardly an issue when the present 
ouse was elected, especially when it 
as nominated. It was not an issue 
hen most of the present senators 
ere elected. Therefore the men who 
ow sit in the national congress do 
ot reali/,5 the grasp which this issue 
as tiken upon the public mind, as 
hey are, in many instances, beholden 


the railroads for tieir elections, or 


t least for the campaign funds with 
hich they were elected, they will not, 
are not, vote against their patrons, 
he president will be defeated in his 
very effort to secure efficient railway 
egislation in the nes; congress, and 
hen will come the cyclone which will 
end into oblivion those statesmen who 
ave so long blocked the wheels of 
rogress in congress and their places 
will be taken by a newer and younger 


eneration. The railroads, still flght- 
ng for mastery, will nomirats the Re- 
ublicau candidates and the people, 
rousei to an appreciation of their re- 
33nsibilities by a Republican presi 
ent, will read to Washington a Dam- 
cratic msjirity whic'i will be pledged 
o carry it to effect the railwaj recom- 
mendations of Theolore Roosevelt.' 
t is even predicted that the very rail- 
ay men who this year are fighting 
•ith all their energy the legislation 
dvocated by President Roosevelt will, 
wo years hence, be begging congress 
o enact this legislation, rathe: than 
he more radical laws which the people 
will by that time demind. 


Oae prominent taitern railroad mm, 
ae who is now president of an ea?t- 
rn road, after long service as a high 
iffieial of a road in the northwest, 
.dmitted to your correspondent this 
week that he regarded the legislation 
.dvocated by the president as inevi- 
able. "It his got to come," he said 
and we might as well face the injvi 
able 
gracefully," 
Unfortunately, 


lowever, the railroads seem about to 
ep:at the mistake they made with re 
gard to organize! labor. They fought 
abor 
organ i z itions to the death 


;heir own death. Now they admi 
that the labor organizations are easier 
o deal wilh thai were the dlsorgaii 
zed element 
which 
they formerly 


employed. But by their protractei 
fight they embittered the 
laboring 


men, and now the union elect as thei: 
officers men who are bitter against the 
railroad. Suppose, however, that th 
railroad had foreseen the inevitabli 
and yielded gracefully. Then, today 
they might have had men to deal witl 
as officers of the labor union who were 
reasonable. The unions might even 
have been persuaded to elect officer 
who were mutually Bgreebie to them 
selves and to their employers and th 
£aiu to both would have been incalcu 
[able. It is a wise mai who know 
when to quit. The time for the rail 
roads to quit is right now and al 
though I am president of a-great rail 
way system I would gladly join my 
colleagues in saying to the presiden 
and to congress, 'Enact such legisla 
tion as you deem necessary and w 
will do our best to live in accwdanc 
with its provisions. 
We bury th 


hatchet. Treat us tenderly as a con 
quered enemy which stands ready t 
swear allegiance.' "

Qaay was the governor's ideal. He 


saw in him qualities to admire, to 
worship. When it was suggested to 
call a new public school in Philadel- 
phia "The 
Matthew Stanley Qaay 


School" the governor is reported to 
have said: "It would be a wise thing 
to name the new school after Senator 
Qaay * * * Senator Quay was for 
years Pennsylvania's most prominent 
citizen * * I know of no man who 
bettsr represented Pennsylvania than 
Senator Quay, and to name a school 
for him would be most fitting." 


When Capital park shall have grown

worthy, standing before the polished 
marble and

students: "Young men the appropria- 
tion for this statue was made by the 
Pennsylvania legislature during the 
winter of 1904-5 and the bill was ap- 
proved by Samuel W. Pennypacker, a 
cousin of the illustrious man whose 
name you see chiseled in the granite.

Ho also wrote the immor- 
tal telegram to John S. Hopkins: 
'If 


you buy and carry a thousand Met. for 
me I will shake the plum tree.' He 
dealt rather extensively in stocks and 
is said to have had access to the state's 
funds in these dealings. He also wrote 
a letter to Cashier Hopkins concern- 
ing 1,000 share: of sugar directing him 
to pay for same and 'take over to the 
People's.' 
For this dealing he was 


tried before a court of justice. The 
trial lasted nine days, during which he 
was very calm. When the district at- 


torney offered in evidence the pa 
pers found in the desk of the dead 
cashier, the, defense pleaded the two 
year statute of limitations and he" was 
thus saved from the penitentiary. It 
was thought at the time that this deal 
ing caused John S. Hopkins, cashier 
of the People's bank, to shoot himself 
but you know, young men, that many 
reports are circulated. He was elected 
to the United 
States senate three 


times, ail the while wielding a power 
ful influence upon the polit'cs of the 
state and the nation. A fruitless effort 
to prevent his taking his seat in th 
senate was made but he was too big a 
man to be thwarted. Time will not 
permit me, young mer, to go fnrthe] 
into details in the life of this illustri 
ous son of our state whose name was 
presented at one time at a Republican 
convention for president by General 
Hastings. 


The early training of Governor Pen- 


nypacker caused him in his old days to 
'Remember his creator' S3 he willingly 
signed the appropriation for a statue 
in memory of Mithew Stanley Quay, 
who made him governor. 


Now, young gentleman, as you leave 


the grounds observe the a-ch at the 
exit bearing the name 'Pennypacker; 
it was erected by the citizens of Phila 
delphia in honor o! his signing, the 
same year, the most important of the 
three 'ripper' bills passed by the legis- 
lature."

Astrology means the "science of the 


stars." The cncyclopodm calls astrol- 
ogy "0110 of the most nnciont forms of 
superstition." 
ClinUloana, 
Egyptians, 


Hindoos mid Chinese wore given to it. 
The Jews becmuc ntltlictcd to it after 
tbe captivity. It spread into the west 
and into Rome nt about tho beginning 
of the Christian er;i. Astrologers play- 
ed ,in important n.irt at Rome, where 
they wei<e called Cluldeuns and "mathe- 
maticians." Although (liey wore ol'ten 
bauiyheil by the sen ite and the emper- 
ors on juiiu of do;it!i and were other- 
wise persecuted, they continued to hold 
their ground. 
lO^nn Ptolemy the as- 


tronomer did not escape the infection, 
which in his time had been universal. 


MoliamniPdmiism \vas well adapted 


to astrology, and the Arabs cultivated 
the "science" with great ardor from 
the seventh to the thirteenth century. 
Some of the early Christian fathers ar- 
gued against astrology in its earlier 
form and others received it modified 
to some extent. There is fi hint of as- 
trology, some critics think, in the story 
of the visit of the three wise men from 
tbe east to Berh.clicm at the time of 
tbe Nativity. 


Trobably tbe palmiest days of astrol- 


ogy were the fmirlpenth and fifteenth 


I centuries. At two of the oldest nniver- 


[ sities in Europe chairs were founded
